: “There will be. courses, too, in 


Western revolutionary movoments, |’ 


intensive’ courses in the funda- 
mentals of sociology and. econo- 
mica, with an outline: of world 
economics. Out of this will grow 
& course in tho details.of the un- 
équal treatics” and the abnormal 
economic und political relations of 
China with the rest of the, world 
resulting from them. The " Ox- 
ploitation . of China during, the 
pest eighty years under tho terms 
of these treaties will be the sub- 
ject of another,course, - 

There «will bo a- survey of 
modern constitutions, generally, 
and a course on.the “Five Power” 
Constitution. The students will 
be told something of the judicial 
reforms: now’ going - forward in 
China and there will be courses 
in the’ women’s movements, the 
peasant, workers, merchants 
and youth movements. Therd 
emphasis ‘on the 
course in the, women’s movement 
bedause it ig hoped, in the new 
school, to develop leaders for that 
movement: throughout China. .* ° 

SPECIAL LECTURES, 

A final item on the list is “spe- 
tial lectures”. Under’ this hoad- 
ing, considerable latitude ia left, 
in which Mme. Sun expects to find 
opportunity to work out some apc- 
cial ideas about the things which 
she believes’ should be brought 
home to the women of China. 

‘I expect to’ hear much criticism 
about this’ she said, “but I want 
‘to develop some women who can 
"go to the women of China and 
teach them the fundamentala of 
home sanitation. Nothing.is mor? 
needed in the interior, as [ have 
had. occasion to find out reeently 
-in my overland trip with the Na- 
Government officials 
across Kiangsi.” 

The school will bea a mere nucleus 
for what, it is hoped, will be 
a very lurge institution in coming 
years. The women's movement, 
Mme. Sun, considers, la just be- 
ginning in China. The women of 
China, she believes; must get into 
step with the modern march, of 
modern-minded men. ‘ :

. Several ‘blacks of ace of the 


time of Abraham have been exca- 
vated by the Joint Expedition of 
the British Muscum and tho 
Muséum ‘of the University of 
Ponnaylvania. on the sito of Ur of 
the Chaldees: 

Those throw new light" on the 
lives of .the. people of 2100-1900 
B.C., while ‘a large number of in- 
scribed tables found are expecta 
to lead to interesting discoveries. 

The alte selected, says the re- 
port issued by the British Museum, 
was a lofty mound outside the wall 
built by Nebuchadnezzar. around 
the Sacred Area, Hitherto all ex- 
ehvations had been on temples of 
fortifications, and-though here ané 
there some official residence had 
come te light, little was learned. 
of the domestic conditions of or. 
dinary people. 

An area measuring .some 70 
yards by 50 has been. cleared, lay- 
ing, bare several blocks -of houses 
divided. by narrow streets. Ag 
they lay deep down in the mound, 
20ft. or more below the surface, 
the walls were astonishingly well 
preserved, The fronts of. the 
houses were of: burnt brick 
throug! out, only the interlor walls 
being of mud brick’ over burrt 
brick foundations. In their maim 
lines the. houses conform to one 
type. . 

Plundered Graves. 
‘From the street, door one passed 
through.a little entrance-chamber 
into a central court, which, part’y 


-|.open to the sky, acted as a light- 


well for the surrounding rooms 
‘One side of the court was taken 
up by the reception room, a long. 
shallow chamber. On another 
side was the kitchen, and other 
domestic ‘offices occupied. the re- 
maining space. 

- Close to the entrance was the 
door of the staircase; 


Arab ‘stairs, which were built of 
solid brick below and were carried 
up in wood on their return over 
the cup- resaet: like chamber along- 
side. * 

Living rooms were all on‘ the 
upper floor, being entered from a 
wooden gallery which ran from 
the’stairhead round the four sides 
of the court.

our industrial system Mr. Keynes 
pointed put that a party's: attitude 
to the new problem ‘depended ‘on 
the emphasis":given to the twi1 
arnts of any industrial policy— 
dustice and Efficiency, , -. 

Liberalism alone could guide the 
masses’ to.a system of social jus- 
tice without being © blind totho, 
neod for efficiency. - 2 

The day of the eaati unit. was

The coal and cotton trades wer ° 
going bankrupt owing to their 
failure to adjust themselves..

industry, 

T. The delivers regulation 
from the centre of industrial em- 
ploymant. The State must watch 
where labour is required and make 
plans for training and transfer 
from one industry to another, 

Co-operation With Labour. ° 

Mr. Keynes concluded by. sa7 
ing that. he’ was prepared to co- 
operate with.labour for these 
ends, but remaining a Liberal. 


The old Liberals were not ready, 


to co-operate with labour on any 
likely terms. They remained 
Liberals in respect of whiat: mat- 
tered most 50 years ago—in the 
‘many fights for freedom, In their 
attitude to present-day problems 
they were Conservatives. 

‘If these Liberals captured’ the 

party ‘the party would die of in- 
anition within five years. 
In everything but Free Trade 
Mr. Baldwin.was one of these old 
Liberals; but he was Conservative 
in the sense that he had no vestige 
of a.plan for “present-day ‘prob- 
lems.

Lene tee rrerren teeter etantrrsrcereeeeveeeeceettaeet 


To anyone “who-has closely atudi- 
ed events’ in the Far East, 
it is as clear as daylight. that the 
situation created in. China to-day 
has been, and is being, engincored 
and carried through by Soviet Rus- 
sin and Russian emissarics, assist- 
ed by certain Chinese officials of 
the extreme party with Bolshevik 


tendencies; ng part and parcel of 


the Communistic, ideals of World 
Revolution. 

Cliina, with its state of chaos, 
with 3 many yedts of internal dis- 
turbances, became: an easy mark 
and Soviet Russia has been able to 
delude the Chinese masses under’ 
‘the guise of a false national spirit. |, 


“Hf any clear-ihinking member of 
the Chinese nation imagines that 
Soviet Russia .has. poured millions 
of dollars {nto China with the ob- 
‘ect of establishing for Chinn a 
Nationalist Government for the 
-benefit of the Chinese, he is sadly 
deluded. 

Soviet Ruasia docs ‘not object to 
a Nationalist Government in China 
but it must be Communistic and on 
the lines of the Sovict Government 
in Russia to-day. To establish this 
vhe must first of all cripple: the 
foreign Powers, ‘having any inter- 
est-in China, and ‘Britain, -having 
the biggest interest, she must be 
tackled first and foremost. ' But, 
let there be no mistake, the turn 
of all other Foreign Powers would 
follow. 

There are not‘many who are :not 
familiar with the msthods adopted, 
methods that have been carefully 
planned long ago, but there can be 
no doubt, whatsoever, but that the 
attempt is doomed to failure— 
doomed because Britain will not 
illow China to “commit. suicide.” 
Britain will help China to establish 
a National Government, but on the 
right lines; sincere and patriotic, 
with as complete indepen- 
as will satisfy — any- 
one, and with complete sovereignty, 
“Byitain is prepared to auerifice her 
own interests and privileges.to o 
very large extent, provided that she 
can save China from its’ own mad- 
ness. 

Soviet Russia, to carry out her 
intentions, found it necessary to 
delude the CHinese, and knowing 
that any attempt to tackle’ the mat- 
ter. in North China first would 
be fatal, the attack was launched 
,in the South, where the field was 
riper for Soviet influences. This 
influence was at ‘work long before 
June 1925, but be that as it may, 
the period since that. date to the 
present time is iNtuminating. 


. At the end of June, 1925, an in- 
tense economic boycott arid strike 
was launched in Hongkong with the 
intent to not, only paralyze trade in 
Hongkang, but to deflect all Chinese’ 
workers in: the Colony from their 
lawful. and peaceful occupations. 
To these poor deluded ‘workers, all 
kinds of fancy promises ‘were made 
to induce them to leave theiy“em- 
ployment and to procced to Canton 
where, once there, " they/ became 
virtual prisoners, and‘ there are 
there to-day thousand still out-of- 
work, whose places’ in. Hongkong 
have long since. been, filled. How 
misled they wore, and: how false 
these promises, these Chincse work- 
ers found out only to their 
cost, and they soon wished thera- 
selves back in” Hongkong. at their 
lawful and peaceful occupations, 
eatning good wages.,. ° 

Many thrilling stories can be told 
of the manner in which thousands 
made their way back to 
Hongkong by devious. routes 
Lat. great expense and‘ against 
intense opposition and risk to their’ 
lives. Many were caught in the 
attempt’. and suffered - terrible 
punishment. While they were 
badly housed’ in Canton, many, 
used to comfortable quarters in 
Hongkong, were not sheltered at 
all. Badly fed,-and receiving no 
money: to send to their families, it 
ia littlé wonder that they soon re- 
alised that they-had been-hood- 
winked by a gang, of © scoundrels | 
who waxed fat. at their expense. 
Many were drafted into ‘military | 
establishments . to. become. cannon) 
fodder, or Inbour coolies, for the 
Southern forcea in“ita expedition 
agalnst the Northen Forces. 

With ‘the assistance of Soviet 
Russian ‘officers, money, ‘arms and 
‘ammunition, the Southern Army.|.

ee 


Thero is ovory indication that! 
1927 should seo 0 comparative 
boom in aviation—private avia- 
tion, that is, as distinct: from the 
subsidised air lines that operate 
toand from the Continont,. and 
tho many. other forms of commer- 
Thanks mainly to 
the introduction of small, cheap 
poroplanos (the progress of which 
hag beon vory largely assisted by 
the enthusiasm of the Press) 
Light Asroplane Clubs are spring- 
ing up all over the country, and 
if their smemberships. are not. at 
present extraordinary, yot in a 
quict way a groat dea! of work is 
being done, ond a considerable 
number of people ‘are learning to 
fly with the ultimate’ object, no 
doubt, of one day becoming pri- 
vate owners of acroplanos, 

Correspondence and personal 
experience alike ‘prove that 
among the ranks of Morris own- 
ors there are a large numbor of 
ex-officers of tho R.F.C.and R A. 
F,, and, whatovor’ be the attrac- 
tions of motoring. to koep one's 
interost always alive in it'there 
is no gainsaying that once. one 
has flown (that is, has piloted a 
machine personally} one’s iitorest 
in aviation never dies. : 

From among tho number of ox- 
pilots who have probably not 
flown since the war there-must 
be many whe wonder whether 
thoy havo retained their abilities 
to handle a machine in the air. 
It can reasonably bs presumed 
that these ex-pilots form a poten- 
tial membership for Light Aero- 
plane Clubs, but the question that 
is always uppermost in their 
niinds,; whenever the conversa- 
tion turns to aviation, is, 
I forgotten how to fly? Could I, 
to-day, getin a machine, take it 
off the ground, manoeuvre it and 
land it with any degreo of cer- 


‘tainty? Or should I feol all at 


sca and crush it?" - 

It s@ happens that, this pro- 
writer had a lapse 
of six years between war and 
private flying,‘und to those who 


‘have doubts on the subject his 


experience may be of soma’ little 
interest, The matter is also 
quite worthy.of the regard of the 


_| motorist. whd .bas_ never flown, 


and who probably has no inten- 
tion of.ever flying, because here, 
again, arises the point that if one 
did not drive a car for a very long 
period would’ one, on ostarting 
again, be perfectly at home and 
safe on the road? 
Naturally. in. flying one ios 

‘not expect quite to retain the 
whole of whatever skill one had 


‘when one was used to it daily, 
-{ but, thanks to- the facilities now 


afforded, there’ is little or no 
danger attached to finding out 
whether one has forgotten or not, 
becauge one simply goes up in a 
dual-control machine with an 
efficient pilot who takes off and 
retains control until’a reasonable 
height has been -reached, whon 
one takes over on the duplicite 
interconnected joy stick and rud- 
dor bar in one's own cock pit, and 
oncé again ‘exporicnces the de- 
light.of-feoling the machine re- 
spond to tho controls. 
is strange. Pilots develop a 
certain sixth sengo for sidg-slip 
onturns; that is, ifone uses too 
much rudder and not enough 
“bunk” (the former controiled 
by the feet, and the latter ‘by the 
lateral ‘movoment - of the’ joy- 
stick), the machine will skid out- 
wards.

In ro-learning to'fly, the cure 
for this lack of a once-possessed 
sonso is to do a really steoply- 
banked turn, bringing the machino 
right over on its side so that tho 
elevator acts as a ruddor, and the 
‘ruddor ‘as the elevator.’ It ro- 
quired all‘ this writpr’s courage, 
screwed well up, first to attempt 
this once so familiar manoeuvre; 
not because there was any actual 
danger involved (for tho “bonofit 
of those to whom flying.is o 
closed book let it here be stated 
that so long a8 one has air-space 
on all sides: of and boneath the 
machine, one cannot get into any 
position from which an evon kool: 
cannot oas'ly be regained), but 


because one ~ rather feared that 


one might lose ono’s. dignity in 


the eyes of the other occupant.of |’ 


the machine if one mado a hash 
of it-and side-slipped badly. 
Actually, so soon as ‘one felt 
thet responsive tautness’ in the 
controls and experienced again 
tho zest of holding the machine 
firmly inte its turn, more than 
90 per cent. of one's confidence 
came back, And that, probably, 
is the secret of re-learning to fly. 
After a few split-arc turns all the 
old air-sense returns. One's 
hands:and feet worked together 
automatically, and the instrur 
ments and the horizon line 0 
longer held one spellbound. - 


The next mental function that : 


had to be reborn was the faculty 
for judging height and distance. 
Naturally on the. first two. or 
three ‘flights, when reinstating 


oneself into. the ranks of, pilots, 


one’s instructor takes contro! for 


the landings. Those three or 
four landings; however, are all 
that is. necessary, and the first 
“solo” landing, ‘when one . has 
contr6l’ oneself, is unoxpoctly 
good. Ono has had this confirm- 
ed by other re-learners, but to be 
porfectly frank, throughout the 
wholo of one's war-time flying, 
landing, the actual contact of the 
machine with tho ground, was 
never, even in the very early 
days, av matter, of difficulty. If 
one regards the wholo motion as 
being the same as kooping a car 
as close to the kerb on @ corner 
as one can, ‘the “ landing,” that 
seoms to bo regarded - -by so many 
as the most difficult thing in fly- 
ing, is perfoctly easy. It is simply 
an upwards instoad of o sideways, 
corner,and ono has the necessary 
control of an aeroplane to effect 
it. 

Theso modern smal! aeroplanes, 
too, land at speeds, with which all’ 
motorists are well“ acquainted, ete) 
that there is no blurred vision 
due to’unaccustomed velocity. 

It took, so far as hée'can re- 
member - ‘about half an hour 
dual” in the air and four, land- 
ings before this.present writer 
was re-launched on ‘his second 

“first solo.” That’ was on ao 
504K Avro, a very easy machine 
to fly. The tealisation that: he 
had “ forgotten" how to fly was 
very complete, and was made all 
the more so by the collection that 
he had. some seven yoars pre- 
viously regarded flying that’ 
particular type of machine as a 
form ofa busman’s holiday. . 

As for those ex-pilots who may 
be thinking joining a Light 
Acroplano-Club—the total mem- 
bership now. in oxistence, by 
the way, iscloae on 1,000—need 
have no qualms about having 
lost their old sbilities, One doas’ 
not suggest that. any war-pilot 
who has not flown. since the 
Armistice would be able to land

INDEMNITY FUNDS. 


CLAIMS OF HONGKONG 
UNIVERSITY. 


There is some sense -in th: 
Bishop ‘of London’s view that part 
of the remitted Boxer Indemnity 
should be devoted to education of 
Chinese at the University of Hong- 
kong, says the China Express and 
Tclegraph': (London).. It is said 
that when Lord, WilHngdon was in 
the Colony he intimated that he 
was rather impressed with the work 
being done at the University, and 
that he would support ita claims 
to.a share of the fund in order to 
assist a scheme of expansion, costs, 
ing svmething ‘like  £1,400,000, 
which was outlined to him. It can 
well be imagined then that when 
the report of the. Committee -ap- 
pointed to allocate the fund made 
no mention of Hongkong there was 
no little‘ disappointment. '- Na 
douot the Committee, in leaving 
Hongkong out of its plans, were in- 
fluenced by the fact that the Uni- 
versity is not on Chinese soil and 
that its financial needs can be 
amply met by the Colonial Govern- 
ment, ° te ans 

On the other hand, . the local 
Press, in a strong campaign on 
behalf of the University, argues 
that it eaters for the educational 
requirements of the whole of 
China, that it is the only institu- 
tion out there Where the under- 


-| graduate may complete his course 
_{ without 


interference - either 
tarough political upheavals or 
financial, embarrassmentes and that 
an education acquired in Europe 
or in the United States is not only, 
expensive but tends to “denation- 
alise the student. Hongkong is 
not yet without hope: that Parlia- 
ment. will see the ; advantage of
